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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


THE FEAST OF CHRIST, OUR KING. 


Two years ago our Supreme Pontiff, Pius XI, addressed 
a beautiful letter to the whole Catholic world, proposing 
more definite honor to Christ, as King, and instituted a 
Feast to honor Him under this title. In order that all might 
the better participate in the observance of the feast and re- 
ceive Holy Communion, a Sunday was selected for the sol- 
emn celebration of the festival—the last Sunday of October. 

It was fitting that the Pope should choose the Sunday 
before the feast of All Saints for the new feast, because on 
that day, we, as members of His kingdom on earth, join with 
all the inhabitants of the kingdom of Heaven in singing His 
praises. 

_-Ever since the beginning of the World War, the rela- 
tions between nations have been strained, and the absence 
of peace has been felt even by individuals everywhere. To 
us Catholics it is clear that there can be no solid peace either 
as between the individual and his God, or as between indi- 
viduals towards one another, or as between nation and na- 

‘tion, without religion. It is clear to us, also, that there is 
only one religion on which God looks with favor, and through 
which He dispenses His blessings to people. Therefore, in 
the religion of Christ peace must be sought, as in it alone 
His spiritual reign over mankind is acknowledged. Nothing 
will conduce so much to bring about such peace as united 
enthusiasm on the part of all Christian nations in honoring 
Christ as their Supreme King. 

Now, since this theory is correct, we should all co- 
operate towards making it practical. The Pope’s program 
should be given a trial and not be merely endorsed. Hence, 
you the reader, should begin to honor Christ as your King, 
and the King of the universe, and should particularly pre- 
pare your soul for a profitable observance of the new feast 
on October 30th. 

In his letter to the world, the Holy Father quotes many 
passages from Holy Scripture, which show the place which 
the Almighty would have His Divine Son occupy in this 
world. In many of these passages He is referred to as King. 
St. Matthew speaks frequently of the Kingdom of Heaven, 
and as St. Gregory the Great tells us, he means Christ’s 
Kingdom here on earth because he speaks of scandals in 
this kingdom, and he likens the kingdom to a field in which 
both wheat and cockle grow, to a net containing good and 
bad fishes, etc. The prophet Daniel, who lived centuries be- 
fore Christ, referred to His kingdom here on earth and de- 
clared: “All the peoples, tribes, and tongues, shall serve 
Him. His power is an everlasting power that shall not be 
taken away, and His kingdom shal! never be destroyed.” 
When an angel announced the coming of this King to Mary, 
he said: “Of His kingdom there shall be no end.” When we 
die as faithful members of His kingdom on earth, we become 
citizens of His kingdom in glory. Though here on earth His 
reign is recognized by the regular fulfillment of His Will, 
as expressed in the Commandments, and He is served, as by 
courtiers, by those who consecrate their lives to Him in re- 
ligion, in Heaven He is adored and loved forevermore by 
the angels, by the innocent who lived only a brief while here 
and were given passage to His kingdom in Heaven through 
baptism, and by the many faithful soldiers who triumphed 
over the devil, the world, and the flesh. 

It is of faith, as St. Paul indicates, that “Neither is 

there salvation in any other. For there is no other Name 
under Heaven given to men whereby we must be saved.” 
As the Holy Father points out, we Catholics, instead of 
following the standards of the world, and drifting with the 
unthinking populace, should serve Him all the more ear- 
nestly, precisely becatise others are not serving Him. The 
Holy Father says: “The greater the indignity offered to 
the sweetest Name of our Redeemer in international con- 
ventions, and the greater the silence about Him in the courts. 
all the more loudly should He be proclaimed and the more 
broadly the rights of the royal dignity and power of Christ 
be affirmed.” 

In instituting the Feast, the Holy Father gives this 
strict order: “We command that on that day each year be 
renewed the dedication of the human race to the Most 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, which our predecessor Pius X, of 
holy memory, ordered to be repeated each year.” 

The Holy Father recommends that in advance of the 
Feast, sermons be preached to the people in every parish 
for the purpose of leading them to realize the position that 
God would have Christ occupy on earth and of enthusing 
them with a zea! for the promotion of His glory. 

May I not look for you, my dear readers, to inconveni- 
ence yourselves to attend whatever special devotions wil! be 
held in your church on or before this feast, and that you 
renew the pledge of loyalty to Christ as you did on your 
Confirmation day, that you give Him your heart and your

LITURGY LESSON 


Last week the lesson was con- 
cerned with different kinds of 
churches and oratories. Today 
we shall learn something about 
the various parts of the church 
ate ig hear 

The igh or main altar is the 
central feature of the church. 
The part of the church inside 
the communion railing is the 
most important of all. This is 
called the Sanctuary. In many 
large churches there are benches 
or seats inside the Sanctuary 
for the Clergy (Priests or Semi- 
nary students). The part of the 
Sanctuary set apart for them is 
called the “Choir.” Some. call 


it the “presbyterium,” which 


méans. “place for priests.” 

Back of the altar is a circular 
or ‘many-angled wall, usually 
tapering into an arch or dom- 
ed roof. This special feature of 
the back of the Sanctuary is 
called the Apse. It is pronounc- 
ed like “aps.” 4 

From the Communion rail to 
the: main’ door is. called the 
Nave. When the church-is large 
we often find the building ex- 
tending out for some distance 
at either side of the Commun- 
ion rail. These two extensions 
form the arms of the cross, with 
the top at.the altar and the foot 
at the door. These two arms on 
the sides are called “trans- 
cepts.” 

he word “nave” comes from 

the Latin word meaning “ship.” 
Just as the Ark of Noah, pro- 
tected by Almighty God, rode 
the waters of the Deluge to 
safety, so the Bark of Peter, 
also protected by God, voyages 
over the troubled waters of this 
world to the shores of eternity.

'Evaristus. 
St. John, the beloved Disciple, 
ithe last of the Apostles to rule 
the Church, had just received 
the long promised call of the) 
Master, and had entered his 
eternal rest. The blessed period 
'of the Apostolic times was clos- 
ed, and the Church founded by 
Jesus Christ began its long 
Journey, or pilgrimage, to the 
end of time. It was St. Evaris- 
tus who was to be the first Vicar | 
of Christ on_earth, and he had | 
never seen Christ in the flesh. 
He was the first successor of the 
Apostles in the Chair of Peter. 

St. Evaristus was born of a 
Jewish father in the country of 
reece. He ministered to the 
Church as Pope for nine years 
and three months. Among the 
other sacred traditions af the 
Apostles, St. Evaristus decreed 
that the Sacrament of matri- 
mony should be celebrated pub- 
licly and blessed by a priest. 
The days of persecution were 
still very active, and our Saint 
won the martyr’s crown, and 
was buried near the tomb of the! 
Prince of the pn
